Exact Date of the Return to Washing- 
ton Has Not Yet Been Decided 
Upon—Senator Hanna Will 
Remain in the 
South.

Thomasville, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
President McKinley returned to Thomas- 
ville this evening, bringing -~with him, as 
one of the trophies of his visit to Bruns- 
wick, a Spanish flag. 


This was the first flag of the conquered 


nation to be raised in salute of the presi- 
dent of the United States after the con- 
clusion of peace, and PresMNent McKinley 
will give it a prominent place among his 
trophies commemorative of different 
phases of the “late unpleasantness.”’ 


The Presentation Made. 

The flag was presented to him by Mr. 
H. H. Raymond, general southern manager 
of the Mallory line, on behalf of Rosendo 
Torras, Spanish vice consul here. Perhaps 
it would be more nearly correct to say 
“late’’ Spanish vice consul, so long as 
diplomatic and.consular relations between 
the two governments have not yet been 
formally resumed; but Torras is so thor- 
oughly identified with Brunswick that no- 
body thinks of him in any other than his 
official capacity. 

The presentation was made by Mr. Ray- 
mond. upon the arrival of the presidential 
party here at half-past 1 o’clova. The flag 
Was accompanied by this note:

BIG EXPLOSION KILLS THREE. 


SMOKELESS POWDER HAS ViC- 


. 
The Explosion Was Terrific and Was 
Heard for Miles Around Carney 
Point, N. J. 


Penns Grove, N. J., March 22.—Over three 
thousand pounds of smokeless powder ex- 
ploded at the E. I. Dupont powder works, 
at Carney Point, near here and cr-posite 
Wilmington, Del., instantly killing three 
workmen and injuring a number of cthers 
slightly. The dead are: 

ISAAC LYMAN, aged fifty years: married. 

WILLIAM FORD, aged forty: married. 

JOHN MAGILL, aged thirty; single. 

The cause of the accident has not been 
determined, but it originated in one of the 
drying ‘houses where Layton was at work. 
The shock of the explosion shook the coun- 
try for miles around and in this town 


heavy panes of glass were broken. Across % 


the Deleware river, in Wilmington, the 


noise of the explosion was also heard. 

Immediately following the first explosion 
came several other distinct and uearly as 
loud explosions in small storehouses. Both 
the drying house and the storehouses were 
demolished, and other small buildings about 
the works were damaged. Francis G. Du- 
pont and his nephew were at work in the 
laboratory at the time of the explosion and 
were slightly injured by pieces of glass, but 
personally directed the care of the other 
injured and the recovery of the dead. 

Layton and Ford were old employees of 
the company and Magill had been working 
but a short time. 

The works have been running on large 
government orders for smokeless powder.

VETERAN OF TWO WARS IS DEAD 


Major James A. Milligan Dies at Home 
in Richmond, Va.

Milligan, a veteran of the Mexican and 
civil wars, died at his home here today, 
aged seventy years. 

He resigned as midshipman in the United 
States navy and personally tendered his 
services to President Jefferson Davis, of 
the southern confederacy, and was placed 
in charge of a signal corps that operated 
in this section and along the James river.

CORBIN TELIS WHY HE REFUSED

Adjutant General Declined a Major- 

Generalship During Last August. 

New York, March 22.—A dispatch to The 
Tribune from Washintgon says: 

In the forthcoming army register, the 
first to be printed for more than a year, 
which will be issued hy the war depart- 
tmnent by the end of this week, official co- 
roboration is given to the report that 
Brigadier General Corbin refused to accept 
‘a commission as major genera] of volun- 
teers, which was tendered to him by the 
president in recognition of his service in 
the war with Spain. 

According to the new official register it 
appears that such a commission was made 
out for General Corbin on August 13, 1898, 
and declined. This entry is notably con- 
spicuous in the register, because tn the 300 
pages of the volume containing the com- 
plete military records of all the officers in 
the army, there are few similar instances 
of an appointment by the president having 
been followed by a declination. 

General Corbin, when asked why he did 
not accept, said: ’ 

“The number of major generals was 
limited and we needed every one of them 
in the fleld. I could not stand in the way 
of any man who wag in the fighting Tine. I 
wanted them to have their promotion first. 
My place was here.”

ARMOUR'S CHEMIST ON THE STAND 


Packing House Employee Under Oath 
Could Not Deny That Chemicals 
Were Used in Preparing Beef 
That Left the Factory 
of His Company. 


Chicago, March 22.—The members of the 
government court of inquiry finished: their 
labors in Chicago today and left for New 
York this evening. |

largely cumulative in its character, consist- 
ing mainly in criticisms of the canned beef 
and refrigerated beef from soldiers who ate 
it and watched its effects in. Cuba and 
Porto Rico. ) 

David Fleischman, a bell boy in the Ho- 
tel Morrison, told of a visit to the stock- 
yards in the company of an unknown man, 
whose purpose he supposed to be an experi- 
ment in the matter of preserving beef by 
chemical treatment, 

Bell Boy’s Testimony. 

Fleischman testified. as follows: “One 
he said, “a gentleman in 
room 131 asked me if F would be at leisure 
to go to the stock yards with him. I went 
out there With him apd had to carry two 
boxes, tin or galvanized iron boxes. He 
went out to see somé man about some 


meat, he told me..-Wertéolkethe-boxes end 


went to a car where tifete were three or 
four rows of meat. Im eath of the boxes 
there were four smaller packages, con- 
taining, as I recollect it, a black or rather 
a light:gray colored substance. He put this 
into perforated trays made for that pur- 
pose, set fire to it and placed it under 
the meat.’ I asked him what that ‘was done 
for, and he said it was done as an experi- 
ment to preserve the meat. 

‘Next day I was to @o back. .and get the 
cans. I asked him whether it was to kill 
germs or anything like that, and the said, 
no, simply to preserve the meat. I put 
my finger on the meat and tasted it and it 
burned the end of my tongue. I called at- 
tention to the fact that the meat looked 
rather’ larger than when we were there 
before. He said that was simply an en- 
largement of the meat from the ice, There 
was a sulphurous smell in the car and 
another odor which I Cannot describe. I 
took the cans back to the hotel. I noticed 
in one end of the car there was a card 
marked ‘Tampa, Fla.’ 

“This was at Armour’s packing house; 
there was only one car; there were only 
about three rows of beef, I think it was 
halves. I asked him who he was, and if 
I am not mistaken, he told me he was a 
quartermaster or a quartermaster general 
or something like that.” 

Chemist Examines Meat. 

Dr. E. ©. Murdock, who was for tao 
yéars president of the auxiliary medical 
staff in the Chicago health department, 
and is an analytical chemist, téstified that 
he had made several examinations of both 
canned and refrigerated beef, dating .back 
several years. Some timé in the latter part 
of June, 1898, he said, some canhed meat 
was brought to him to determine its char- 
acter, 

The witness found that the méat in the 
can was apparently botled beef. There 
was in the can quite a quantity of common 
Balt and also nitfate of potash, called salt- 
peter. 

These preservatives, said the witness, 
must have been fri the can before the boil- 
ing was complete, because it had satur- 
ated the fiber of the meat and hardened it. 

The character of the meat, in Dr. Mur- 
dock’s judgment, was largely poor grade, 
Or rather a iow grade. Two of the cans 
contained but a very small quantity of 
muscular tissue, which is the nutritious 
Portion of the beef. The examination was 
continued by the boiling of the meat in a 
retort to see how much beef extract could 
be taken from four pounds of it; the 
@&mount produced was 80 smal] that it was 
not perceptible; it was not even enough to 
be used as a culture medium in experi- 
nents in bacteriology. 

With reference to the examination of 
fresh beef, the witness Said that at three 
different times there were brought to him 
Pieces of what seemed to be ordinary meat 
from the market which evidently had been 
kept for eome time, presumably in a re- 
frigerator. “‘I found salt in very ‘small 
quantity,”” said Dr. Murdock, “ang some of 
the meat was coated with boracic acid. In 
Other specimens I found that they had been 
coated with a preparation of salicylic acid 
for preserving the meat. I understand this 
to be refrigerator beef, found boracic acid 
in two specimens and salicylic acid in one. 
These experiments were Made about the 
middie of June, 1898."

GERMANS OBJECT TO CHAMBERS 


Chief Justice of Samoa Is Inveighed 
Against by Germans on Island. 
Berlin, March 22.—A petition was recetv- 
ed at the foreign office here today signed 
by all the Germans in Samoa protesting ve- 
hemently against the retention of Chief 
Justice Chambers and a further metnte- 
nance of the Berlin treaty, which is charac- 

terized as no longer bearable. 

The petitioners detail a number of al- 
leged contraventions of the treaty by Mr. 
Chambers and especially toward Herr Gres- 
esmuehl, the chief of police. 

The petition and the official reports will 
be sent to the United States ambassador, 
Andrew D. White, in support of the Ger- 
man case. 

The Lokal Anzeiger publishes a letter 
from its Samoan correspondent, Herr Von 
Wolfforsdorff, dated February 2ist. After 
recounting the critical situation the writer 
declares that if the German government 
wil] not help the Germans at Apia against 
the alleged injustice and outrages of Mr. 
Chambers, the Germans will rise armed and 
ol.tain the desired redress. 

The correspondent then describes the in- 
dignation of the Germans when the instruc- 
tions of the foreign office arrived ordering 
the recognition of Mr. Chambers.

Samples brought to me purporting to be 
fresh beef from the market and have found 
some of these samples to be horse flesh in- 
Stead of beef. I had no means of knowing 
whence they came. An investigation with 


that result once led the health department 
to suppress an establishment in the out- 
skirts of Chicago.” 

William J. Griffin, sergeant, company F, 
acting sergeant major of the Second bat- 
talion, testified that at JacksonviNe the 
refrigerated beef had to be frequently re- 
jected; it looked good, but when cut open it 
had a peculiar odor, a nauseous stench. 

On one occasion a fresh beef stew was 
served and immediately thereafter the‘en- 
tire company was taken violently sick, with 
vomiting and diarrhea. For two weeks 
afterwards thirty-seven men out of the 
company was the maximum fit :for duty. 
Within six weeks three men died and al- 
though the records showed they died from 
fever, witness said he knew that the sick- 
ness from this meat was what killed them. 

Dr. John G. G. Burne, of Chicago, who 
was assistant surgeon of the Second Illi- 
nois volunteers while the regiment was at 
Jacksonville, stated that he had condemned 
the refrigerator beef several times before 
it left the wagon which brought it. He had 
aiso returned some of it’ to the cars, tak- 
ing it back in wagons and telling the agent 
of Swift & Co. that he could not use it. He 
had refused the: meat seven times in one 
month on account of the ‘bad odor and bad 
fasta) The men complained bitterly that 
they could not eat it. 

| Armour’s Witness Is Up. 

Albert G. Manns. the chemist of Armour 
& Co., testified that a large number of 
chemicals were used in the manufacturing 
department, but none itn the packing de- 
partment except borax and boric acid, 
whidgh were used in packing some goods for 
the foreign market. . 

The witness stated that the refrigerated 
beef sent to the army was shipped in the 
usual way and that no chemicals were used 
On it. 

W. Clark Marshal said he had been a 
speci@ist In meat provisions since 1848, al- 
though he had not been in any of the 
establishments in seven or eight years. 

“Please explain the nature and charac- 
ter of your experience with reference to 
canned meats, more particularly canned 
Toast, so called,’’ said Major ‘Lee. 

“IT have investigated and experimented in 
the matter since 1848. The process of can- 
ning meat today robs the meat of all its 
nutrition, leaving nothing. but fiber, fat 
and gelatin in the can. I consider it en- 
tirely unfit for human food.” 

In reply to Major Lee the witness stated 
that he knew where O’Malley’s slaughter 
house used to be located. He also knew of 
a herd of thirty or forty condemned cattle 
being driven there for slaughter. He saw 
some df those cattle the next day in a city 
market. He knew of the Q@arcasses going 
afterwards to a canning establishment, but 
he would not give the name of the concern 
unless the firm denied it. The cattle had 
pleuro-pneumonia. This occurred eighteen 
months before Dr. Devoe took charge of 
the bureau of animal] industry at the stock 
yards,

Colonel Lamar’s Sword. 

Eidtor Constitution—The item in your col- 
umns this morning concerning the sword of 
Colonel “‘A. C. Lamar,” said to have been 
captured at ‘““Golding’s Farm,’’ June 28, 1862, 
will, I am sure, have immediate response 
from some of the relatives of Colonel Lu- 
cius Lamar, who is u*tidoubtedly the man 
referred’ to. A son of Colonel Lamar lives 
in Mississippi! and i think some relatives 
live in Hawkinsville, Ga. 

Colonel Lucius Lamar commanded the 
Highth Georgia regiment and led it in the 
charge at Garnett’s Farm (not Golding’s), 
on the 28th of June, 1862, during the mem- 
orable Seven Days’ battle. The writer was 
in the skirmish line thrown forward to 
drive in the federal pickets on that charge 
and saw Colonel Lamar fall, sword in 
hand, urder the first volley from the in- 
fantry behind the breastworks and the sev- 
en brass guns in the sand fort, just as the 
last picket jumped over the breastworks, 
and at the moment when two of General 
Magruder’s aids galloped up within sp2ak- 
ing distance and ordered Lamar to. bring 
back the regiment. The charge, as we af- 
terwards learned, was simply to ascertain 
the condition of McClellan’s lines at that 
point. 

The regiment came out as ordered, leav- 
ing all the wounded who fell there, among 


were at once taken possession of by the 
federals. It is quite probable that Lamar’s 
sword dropped from his grasp as he fell 
and was picked up by the federal adjutant 
named, but in no proper sense can it be 
said that his ‘‘sword was capteured.”’ 

No braver officer ever led a charge than 
Luctus Lamar, and the remark of the 
yankee soldier concerning him in the field 
haspital, where we recaptured him next day, 
‘no wonder you fellows charge batteries, 
when you have such officers to lead you,” 
tellg the story of his bravery and the devo- 
tion of his men.

BOATS WERE AT THE WHARF 


The Qwens Caught Fire, Which Spread 


to the Flint and Bay City 


ee 


FLAMES BURNT THE ROPES IN TWO 


And the Steamers Floated Down 
Stream in Full Blaze—A Beaufi- 
ful Yet Horrible Sight—The 
Boats Burn to the 
Water. 


Columbus, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—Fire 
this morning about 2 o'clock destroyed 
three fine Chattahcochee river steameys. 
The C. D. Owens, the Flint and the Bay 
City, all large and finely furnished boats, 
were destroyed at the wharf at that hour. 
The loss will aggregate between twenty- 
five and thirty thpusand dollars, it is es- 
timated. The boats wer insured, the de- 
tailed figures being given below. 

The fire originated in the steamer C, D. 
Owens about 2:40 o’clock. The Owens ar- 
rived at the wharf yesterday afternoon, 
and had unloaded all her cargo. During 
the afternoon the vessel was given a thor- 
ough cleaning. By night a small portion 
of the cargo for the down trip had been 
taken on board. The watchman says that 
he had just finished making an inspection 
of the hold last night when fire was dis- 
covered near the end of the boiler. He had 
no idea how it started. There were two 
or three persons on board the boat at the 
time. The flames spread rapidly, and it 
was impossible to extinguish them—tin fact, 
the small force present had not the slight- 
est hope of stopping the fire, being fortun- 
ate in getting out of the boat with their 
lives. 

Floating and Burning. 

There were five steamers tied up at the 
wharf at the time—the C. D, Owens, the 
Flint, the Bay City, the W. C. Bradley 
and the Naiad. The flames quickly spread 


to the Bay City and the Flint, anchored 


alongside, and soon the three boats were 
ablaze. It was not long before the ropes 
holding them were burned or cut, and the 
three steamers began to float slowly down 
the. stream, It was a magnificent specta- 
cle, although a sad sight to the owners of 
the property. The boats floated a goodly 
-distance down the stream, the flames leap- 
ing high into the heavens. The banks of 
the river were as light as day, and hun- 
dreds hurrying down to the river side Were 
impressed with the spectacle. The boats 
burned rapidly and were soon totally de- 
stroyed. What fragments were not burn- 
ed were broken up and floated away by 
the waves, and thus the steamers were a 
total loss. = 

The steamer C. D. Owens was about 
three years old. It was bought by the In- 
dependent Navigation Company, of this 
city, two years ago, and has been operated 
by that company since. Previous to that 
the boat was worth about $9,000. The In- 
dependent Navigation Company shas lost 
two boats since it was incorporated. The 
other was the Janie Rae, sunk a year or 
so ago in the lower Chattahoochee. The 
Independent Navigation Company oper- 
ates in conn: ction with the Geor- 
gia and Florida Navigation Company, which 
owns the Three States, and which will help 
out the other company, which has only 
one other boat—the Thetis. The officers of 
the Independent Navigation Company are:

The same 
people who are in this company were 
largely interested in the old Queen and 
Crescent Navigation Company, whicA had 
marked bad luck in the loss of boats. The 
old company lost both the City of Colum- 
bus and the J. F. C. Griggs, fine boats, by 
accidents. It is a matter of history how 
Engineer EB. L. Waterbury, of the Griggs, 
lost his life in trying to save the people of 
that boat. He -headed the boat to the 
shore, and, like Jim Bledsoe, lost his life 
by the sacrifice. 

The Fiint was built. seven years ago. 
It was owned by the Plant system and was 
worth $16,000. It was insured for $10,000 with 
companies represented by D. F. Willcox & 
Co. 

The Bay City was built in 1893 by J. W. 
Hires, who subsequently sold it to the 
river pool. It was owned by the Columbus 
and Gulf Navigation Company, the Peo- 
ple’s line, the Merchants’ and Planters’ 
line and the Central line. It was worth 
$9.0. This boat was not insured. 

The C. D. Owens was insured for $4,000 
with D. F. Willcox & Co.

Second Regiment Arrives at Fort Pu- 
laski—Fumigating of Clothing. 
Savannah, Ga., March 22.—(Specig].)—The 
Ward line steamer Havana arrived at Fort 
Pulaski this evening with the Second Louis- 
“jana regiment. The soldiers were all disem- 
‘parked and the Havana proceeded on her 
trip to New York. : 
_ Few of the Second Louisianians have as 
yet come to the city, as it will take about 
forty-eight hours to finish the process of 
fumigating. The regiment will go into 
camp here for a while, and may be mus- 
tered out here evefitually. 
There are now six companies. if the Two 
Hundreé and Second New Y regiment 
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ginia. They tell an amusing story of their 
experiences at the quarantine yard this 
afternoon. They were taken up by com- 
panies and stripped, all their clothing be- 
ing dumped into a common fumigating pot. 
When the process was completed, the poor 
fellows had to scramble over each other as 
best they could and hunt out their be- 
longings. Some of them grabbed the first 
thing they came to and put it on, and the 
result was a lot of misfits, in some in- 
stancés such as might be had at a Baxter 
street clothing store. The New Yorkers 
lost only three men by death in Cuba, and 
brought back a regiment numbering 1,116. 


BISHOP CANDLER ON CUBA. 


Interesting and Instructive Meeting at 


Oxford. 

Oxford, Ga., March 2. -(Special.)—A 
large audience greeted Bisnup Warren A. 
Candler at the Methodist church to hear 
him on “The Religious Needs of Cuba.”’ 
Bishop Candler has just returned from his 
second visit there, the first being made in 
last November, where he has been super- 
intending the extension of Methodism into 
tha heart of the island. His lecture was 
both entertaining and instructive, inter- 
spersed with frequent wit. On his last 
trip he revisited Havana and Matanzas and 
rémarked the con‘rast between the condi- 
tions which prevailed at his different visits. 
He paid a high tribute to the methods 
adopted by the United States in transform- 
ing this cesspool of degredation and 
Catholicism into the garden spot of civili- 
zation and Christianity which entitles it to 
be called “‘the queen of the Antilles.”’ 

Bishop Candler asserted that the condi- 
tions in Cuba invited and were ripe for a 
worse than French “reign of terror.’’ The 
Cubans have no Sabbath and its establish- 
mant must be the first Work of civilization 
and Christianity. Bishop Candler dwelt on 
the lustful priesthood in Cuba and said 
that he had not half told the tale on his 
return from his former visit. The Catholic 
monks, however, are now becoming scarce 
and only a few remain. Those that are 
there are thoroughly hated by the inhabi- 
tants and will probably soon be off. 

In his lecture Bishop Candler was par- 
ticularly hard on one of the Catholic bish- 
Ops in Cuba whose name is foreign to 
print. Bishop Candler said that some of 
his observations regarding Catholicism in 
Cuba printed in The New York Indepen- 
dent just after his visit had gotten to the 
Catholic dignitary in Cuba and _ were 
straightway branded lies. Last night in 
speaking of this iBshop Candler said: “J 
wil! not call him a Har, but 1 will say that 
he is very economic in his use of the truth.”’ 
He further stated that ne had proof of all 
he had written and said and that if need 
be a fac simile in the handwriting of the 
Catholic bishop would be printed in the 
flewspapers. Bishop Candler said he had 
it from an army officer in Cuba that this 
very high priest would be in chains inside 
of sixty days charged with conspiracy 
against our government. 

In the ameliorating of affairs he told of 
shutting up the most abominable theater 
in the city, situated in the very heart of 
Havana, by order of General (Brooke, and 
of its being offered for a consideration as 
the site of a Methodist church. He spoke 
encouragingly of the prospects of Method- 
ism in Cuba, but said he needed more 
money and more men. He told how 
eagerly the Cubans attended the voice of 
the new ministers and spurned the plead- 
ings of the dissolute priests. He spoke of 
the possibilities of Cuba and said that 
American ownership of Cuba and Hayti 
was ultimately inevitable. Then epeaking 
of the absolute certainty of American con- 
struction and control of the Nicaragua 
canal he called the Gulf of Mexico the 
Mediterranean of: America and indulged in 
the hope of seeing an almost universal 
tongue and universal religion subsequent 
upon the alliance of England and America, 

Bishop Candler closed by appealing to the 
Emory boys to fit themselves by education 
for the increasing responsibilities which 
tax the shoulders of eyery succeeding 
generation.

ECHOES OF SATURDAY’S STORM.

Wind Did Great Damage Around 
Hatchers, Ga. 

Hatchers, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—A 
terrific cyclone passed over a portion of | 
this section on Saturday afternoon, with 
Gisastrous results. Fortunately, no lives 
were lost so far as your correspondent can 
learn, though several persons were badly 
rurt. Many houses wert destroyed and 
fencing blown away. A stiff wind had been 
blowing steucily since noon from the north- 
east. At 5:30 o’clock the cyclone struck, 
sweeping everything before it. It seemed 
to be not over 300 yards wide. 

Gorsouch Bros. suffered worse front its 
effects, losing two good dwellings, together 
with several outhouses and much fencing. 
One of the dwellings, a substantial, fv ur- 
room, frame dwelling, was torn into splin- 
ters. Witnesses say that when first struck 
it was lifted, sills and all, clear of the 
ground and carried about fifteen feet in the 
air before going to pieces. The debris is 
ecattered over ten acres of ground, and 
some of the framing as well as several 
pieces of furniture contained in the house 
were found fully over half a mile off. 
Luckily none of the occupants were at 
home, or else they would inevitably have 
met a ‘horrible death. Several more houses 
and barns were entirely destroyed. Thous- 
ands of trees in the forests and fields were 
either ‘blown up by the roots or twisted into 
shreds. Such destruction was never known 
here before. The cyclone was followed by 
a perfect deluge of rain that night, lasting 
from ‘9 until 1 a. m., which did damage 
almost equal to that of the wind. Some 
fields are completely washed to pieces. The 
roads are blockaded by gullies and fallen 
trees, and travel over same is almost impos- 
sible. Most of the farmers thad about fin- 
ished planting corn, but there is no doubt 
that they will be forced to plant over. 
Gardens are ruined. The negroes were 
frightened almost to death Saturday night 
and we doubt not that it was a sleepless 
one to a majority of the whites. 

From Mineral Bluff. 

(Mineral Bluff, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Last Saturday one of the worst storms of 
the season struck this place. A heavy rain- 
fall, attended by hail, high wind and vivid 
lightning. A thousand-dollar barn belonging 
to Mr. Ben Arp was ignited by lightning 
and totally destroyed. 

The damage on the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern is considerable, principally 
on the Murphy branch. A part of the fifty- 
foot rock wall over Hog Back, between 
Mineral Bluff and Blue Ridge, is now lying, 
like a house of cards, in the Toccoa river 
below. 

The trestle over Hemptown creek was 
rendered useless by the high water.

James, of Fort Vallev: Mr. Patillo, of 
Adamg Station: Hon. E. P. Pewellyn, of 
Upson county: J. R. Patman, of Fort Val- 
lay: R. E. Park, of Macon, and others. 
Professor W.™M. Scott, the state entomolo- 
gist, was also, present, and took much in- 
terest In the discussions of the meeting. A 
number of the growers expressed their 
views as to the effect of the recent severe 
cold on the peach crop, and the concensus 
of opinion was there would be no peaches 
for shipment in Georgia this vear. It was 
shown that the trees had suffere@ to a very 
material extent and that the entirs crop 
of early buds had been killed. Though 
many trees had been killed, the damage is 
not to serious as to preclude the probability 
of a good crop next year. There will be 
enough fruit raised to satisfy all local de- 
mands, and owing to the scarcity of the 
yield the prospects are the fruit will ve of 
extra fine quality. :

Precisely so, and these are the possibil- 
ities which threaten business in the 
matter of only one interest—that of 
wool. There are the proposed boot and 
shoe factory trusts, and the sole’and up- 
per leather trusts. These, when prop- 
erly “financed,” will be able to crush 
out the leather distributing business and 
the wholesale houses, | 

Our readers will perceive that the sub- 
ject is a very interesting and important 
one, for there is hardly a business that 
will not be more or less affected by the 
trusts. If there is any one who de- 
sires to study the matter, we refer him 
to the history and present position of 
the Standard Oil trust. From the point 
of view of successful greed, the Standard 
Oil ‘Company is a model trust dnd has 
become so firmly intrenched as to be 
able to defy all laws aimed against 
trusts. We do not call attention to the 
fact that the Standard Oil Company re- 
cently offered a prosecuting attorney in 
Ohio a bribe of $500,000, for that is a 
mere minor detail. What is more inter- 
esting, the Standard Oil Company has 
dispensed entirely with distributing 
agents. In every considerable town in 
the country, it deliverg its own products 
to retail dealers and is now said to be 
on the point of delivering oil from door 
to door, thus dispensing with retailers. 

Now the point of interest here lies in 
the fact that what the Standard Oi] trust 
has done and is doing, other trusts can 
do when properly financed and managed. 
It is superior to the law, it controls rail- 
way magnates, and it has succeeded in 
crushing out all rivalry. It is the most 
powerful trust in the world, but other 
trusts can be and will be made just as 
powerful. 

We hear many prédictions from those 
who are studying and commenting on 
the trust movement, the capitalization of 
which has risen above the thousand mil- 
lion mark, that the whole vast concern 
will presently topple over of its own 
weight; and they point to the cordage 
trust, the collapse of which was the first 
note of the panic of 1893. But why not 
point to the Standard Oil Company as an 
example of the solidity which a trust 
may reach? 

The cordage trust was notoriously a 
conspiracy of speculators. It had noth- 
ing in it and nothing behind it. Its col- 
lapse can cut no figure in any estimate 
of the duration and success of trusts. 
Moreover, it is well to point out to 
prophets of this variety that all the im- 
portant trusts of recent formation have 
been financed- and organized by two or 
three international banking firms in New 
York, composed of the most skillful and 
successful financiers in the world. The 
members of these firms are prudent, 
conservative and far-seeing business 
men, who have no interest in robbing 
the public by foisting upon the market 
shares and stocks that have no basis of 
value. 

That some of the trusts recently 
formed will fail may be regarded as a 
matter of course, for some of them have 
been formed in haste, but without con- 
sideration; but the majority will stand, 
for the international banking firms 
which have taken them in hand have not 
done so without consideration and prep- 
aration. Their reputation as successful 
financiers is involved in the matter, in 
the first place, and finally, they are able 
to command and control unlimited cap- 
ital. 

For these reasons we do not look for- | 
ward to any serious failures among the 
trusts recently formed. On the contrary, 
we anticipate their success to such a de- 
gree (unless the proper remedy is ap- 
plied) as to bring about a change in 
conditions both sdcial and commercial 
more momentous than any that has ever 
occurred in the history of the country. 
For those who do not perceive these 


‘things, we have not a contentious word. 


They will be awakened as those were 
who saw no threat in the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, only the shock will be 
ruder. | 

We anticipate as a result of trust rule 
a larger addition to the army of the un- 
employed, and a more disastrous blow to 
the comfortable middle classes who are 
now carrying on the business of distribu- 
tion than has ever before fallen on so 
large a number of industrious and fairly 
prosperous members of society. There is 
a remedy for the trusts, but we have 
already pointed it out, and we shall not 
take up the burden of its discussion. We 
will only say that an industrial trust 
ceases to be a menace when the money 
supply is large enough to enable individ- 
uals and small firms to carry on business 
without undue embarrassment. 

A Step To Be Commended. 

The citizens of Palmetio have taken 
one commendable step in organizing a 
military company.

Real Civil Service Reform. 

The Washington Post, in replying to 
a charge made by some wrathy but 
feather-headed contemporary as to The 
Post’s attitude on the question of civil 
service reform, makes a few observations 
that are eminently just. The idea that 
all who are opposed to the present sys- 
tem of civil service reform must natur- 
ally be opposed to all civil service re- 
form is simply the cheap invention of 
cranks. The present system is a very 
fine thing indeed if we are to measure it 
by the ingenuity with which its projeet- 
ors have missed the essence of civil ser- 
vice reform. But if we are to measure 
it by the rules of common sense it is a 
sham and a fraud, and that, in fact, is 
precisely what it is. | 

The Post refers to a test applied to 
compositors who applied for work in the 
government printing office. The 


applicant had to take off his clothes and 


hop twenty-seven times on one foot to 
show his fitness as a type-setter! The 
objection to the present system is that it 
has been invented and applied by im- 
practicable cranks who must needs be 
eternally performing some feat out of 
the ordinary in order to make themselves 
conspicuous. The system showed all 
its defects under Roosevelt beeause he 
conscientiously carried out all the cranky 
and idiotic provisions of the law. He was 
there for that purpose, and he carried it 
out like a man fighting fire. 

The Post thinks, as we do, that the 
head of a system who desires to make it 
respectable and fashionable should can- 
cel all the foolish features and place the 
whole scheme on a common sense basis. 
This will never be done, because the 
moment a man enters the civil service 
bureau he becomes infected, as it were, 
and grows both giddy and gay. 


Taxation of City Property. 
It is always well, as we go along, to 
have the premises upon which we reach 
conclusions fully considered. 


A case in point is suggested by the | 


following paragraph from the instruc- 
tions issued by Comptroller General 
Wright to the county tax receivers: 

There is a very just complaint against the 
custom or practice of taxpayers returning 
this class of property to the receiver of tax 
returns for the state and county at a very 
much lower valuation than the same prop- 
erty is returned to the corporate authorities 
for taxation. It must be manifst to every 
one that property is worth as much when 
returned for taxation to the state and 
county as when returned to be taxed by 
Look closely to the returns of 
this species of property and endeavor to cor- 
rect this evil. 

It is here assumed by the comptroller 
general that the taxpayers of our cities 
return their real estate to the state at a 
lower valuation than they do to the city 
government. 

Is the comptroller general correct? 

In the city of Atlanta, for instance, the 
taxpayer has no more to do with fixing 
the tax values upon his real estate than 
has the Ahkoond of Swat! That func- 
tion has been completely wrested from 
him by legislative enactment which per- 
mits the city government to levy what 
tax it pleases according to its necessities 
or its ambitions. It is not until he 
reaches the office of the county tax re- 
ceiver that the property owner is per- 
mitted to have a voice as to the value 
of the real estate he holds. Hence it 
happens that a piece of real estate will 
be found registered by the act of as- 
sessors at a certain value which the 


' owner repudiates, but which he cannot 


help, and at another value in the county 
tax receiver’s book, where the owner has 
truly sworn as to his estifhate of its real 
value, upon the same terms with all 
other property owners of the state.

It is to be hoped that Archibald Claver- 
ing Gunter, the popular novelist, was not 
— the victims of the Windsor hotel 

re. 

The report’ will probably be confirmed or 
denied by the time this article is in type, 
but in either event the following story will 
doubtless interest many Atlantians. 


About ten years ago the late William H. 
Parkins was among the leading architects 
of this city. He was a man of talent, and 
had some natural literary gifts which 
would have attracted attention if they had 
been cultivated. 

One day Mr. Parkins paid me a visit, 
and placed in my hands a bulky manu- 
script. 

“I have written a book,” he said, “and I 
want you to revise it. You see I wrote it 
with a pencil, at odd moments, and I know 
that it is not in proper shape tor the print- 
er. The arrangement of the chapters and 
the paragraphs require attention, and per- 
haps some portions of the book should be 
condensed.”’ 

i glanced over the work, and found that 
it was a graphic narrative of the outhor’s 
adventures during the war, when his de- 
votion to the union,cause led him to face 
many angers. Leaving his home in South 
Carolina, he walked through the forests 
and mountains of western North Carolina 
and east Tennessee, and after passing 
through many perils he finally succeeded 
in reaching the federal lines. 


It was an exciting chronicle, realistic and 
true, and the rattle and clash of sabers 
and the roar of the big guns made it a ver- 
itable prose epic of war. 

I gladly agreed to transcribe the mannu- 
script, making such changes as I thought 
necessary. The task occupied many long 
nights, and when it was finished, the result 
was a pile of copy which would have made 
a volume of about 350 pages. 

The question of publication then came 
up. It was difficult for an unknown writer 
to find a good publisher, and Mr. Parkins 


knew it. 


After some unsatisfactory correspond- 
ence, the author sent his manuscript to 
his friend, Mr. H. I. Kimball, who was 
then in New York. 

Mr. Kimball was a very busy man, and 
literary matters were not in his line. But 
a happy thought struck him. He heard 
people everywhere talking about Gunter 
and his novels, and he saw on every news 
stand big stacks of yellow-covered vol- 
umes bearing the titles ‘“‘Mr. Barnes of 
New York” and “Mr. Potter of Texas.” 

Inquiry brought out the fact that Gunter 
was his own publisher—a pushing, active 
man who knew how to get before the pub- 
lic and sell his books. 

So the package from Mr. Parkins was 
turned over to the story writer and pub- 
lisher for examination. 


One evening Mr. Gunter found it hard 
to employ an idle hour. He had absolute- 
ly nothing to do, and, picking up the Par- 
kins manuscript, he decided to glance over 
a, few pages. 

At the end of fitéen minutes he settled 
down in a quiet place and began to read 
critically and closely. An hour rolle@ by 
and he was still reading. 

He was summoned to supper, but he did 
not move. A second summons came. 

“T am not going to supper,” said Mr. 
Gunter, “this is the most fascinating thing 
I have seen in a long time, and I can’t lay 
it Gown until I have finished it.” 

The reader was then left undisturbed, 
and@ at a late hour that night he carefully 
replaced the manuscript in its pasteboard 
box, and then sat down to write a letter 
to Mr. Parkins. 


With a keen eye to business, the New 
Yorker offered to publish the book, provid- 
ed the author would allow him to intro- 
duce a few sensations, and make it a novel 
instead of a matter of fact record. Hé also 
stipulated that the title page should read 
as follows: ‘“‘How I HWscaped:;: by Willlam 
H. Parkins. Edited by Archibald Claver- 
ing Gunter.” 

If these conditions were accepted, the 
publisher agreed to bring out the book in 
yellow covers and push its sale, paying the 
author a liberal royalty. 

The Atlantian gave his consent to this 
arrangement, and in the course of a few 
weeks the new novel was on sale every- 
where. 

It had a big circulation in this country, 
Canada and England. Doubtless at. least 
100,000 copies were sold. 


This was a brilliant success for an At- 
lanta novel, but Mr. Parkins was not en- 
tirely satisfied. 

He was a straightforward man, eminent- 
ly sincere and truthful, and after he had 
naturally considered the matter, he came 
to the conclusion that he had done him- 
self an injustice in allowing a really valu- 
able contribution to our war history to be 
spiced with thrilling fiction an@, published 
as a story. 

He was seriously contemplating the pub- 
lication of his manuscript in its original 
form when his last illness caused the idea 
to be abandoned. ' 

It is a pity that this truthful narrative 
of adventure was lost to the reading world. 
As a picture of every day life in the con- 
federacy and between the lines, it has nev- 
er been equaled, and it would have been 
a as a work of permanent historical 
value. 


Of course Mr. Gunter did his best from: 
his point of view. He cared nothing for 
history. With him a sensational novel— 
one that would make the reader’s hair 
stand on end—beat history out of sight. 

Then, his idea was to secure large and 
rapid sales for the book, and, if facts stood 
in the way, he was ready to smash them 
at once and substitute his lurid fictions. 

It must be admitted that he did his work 
well in the changes which he made in 
“How I Escaped.” Some or his scenes 
and incidents would have done credit to 
Dumas himself. 

Mr. Gunter has been conspicuously suc- 
cessful as a popular writer, and he has 
made a fortune from his books. Yet it is 
a singular fact that he had no literary 
training and he was a middle-aged man 
a he came to the front with his first 
novel. 


a 


Thousands of his readers would sincerely 
mourn his death, and, when they heard 
the report that he was among the missing 
guests of the Windsor, they made many 
inquiries, and anxiously awaited further 
particulars. 

If Mr. Gunter is still in the land of the 
living, however, I do not expéct to see 
much more from his pen. He has been 
in bad health for some time, and since his 
stories have brought him a comfortable 
fortune he has felt less inclined to work. 

Possibly, too, he has worn out the Barnes 
and Potter vein, and has nothing in reserve 
equally original and startling. 

Writers these days are less prolific than 
their predecessors. In the old times Scott, 
Dickens and Thackeray turned out fm- 
mense quantities of first-class work, but 


the average author of our period produces 


a half dozen thin volumes and then re- 
tires from active literary work, with shat- 
tered nerves and a weary brain.

A Premonition of Death. 

For sixteen years Mrs. Warren F. Le- 
land has lived here in the family residence 
in Chicago. Mrs. Leland was an invalid 
and spent only the summers in Chicago. 
There were two sons, Charies and Ralph, 


and two daughters, Fannie and Helen. Mrs, 


Leland had a premonition of her death. 


One the day she left Chicago she called 


her coachman and paid him for his ser- 
She said:

“William, if anything happens to 


while I am gone, you are paid.” 


Fire Follows the Lelands. 
The Windsor is the third hotel owned by 
the Lelands which has been destroyed by 
Leland Castle, built by Simeon Le- 


by fire, It was used as a school for girls. 

The Delavan house at Albany was burn- 
ed, with loss of life, in 1894. In September, 
1898, the Ocean house, at Newport, owned 
by Warren Leland,Jr., was destroyed. Mrs. 
Leland’s grandmother had to be. carried 
out of the burning building. Now comes 
the loss of the Windsor. 

The Delavan and the Ocean house were 
as famous at the Windsor. All were old 
buildings. Lack of fire escapes on the out- 
side of the building caused loss of life at 
the Delavan as well as the Windsor. 

The Young Daughter’s Death. 

Miss Helen Leland was eighteen years 
old and was well known among the young- 
er society people of Kenwood. She was 
born in Chicago in 1881, and was educated 
at the Kenwood institute, from which she 
was graduated last year. She was excep- 
tionally clever, and won the scholarship 
offered by the school for the highest aver- 
age. Miss Leland was to have pursued her 
Studies abroad, and gave her scholarship 
to a young woman who was not so fortu- 
nately situated. She was to have been in- 
troduced to society next season. 

‘Warren Leland’s Afflictions. 

Warren F. Leland has been suffering in- 
tensely from his double affliction and the 
other horrors of the fire, but is neither 
insane, as has been reported, nor is he 
confined to his bed. When Mr. Leland 
went with his dying wife to the Flower 
hospital he was not aware of the fate that 
had befallen his daughters, It was learned 
definitely that the elder daughter, Ruth, 
was safe in ex-Governor Flower’s resi- 
dence, In company with his physician, Dr. 
Pitkin. Mr. Leland went to the East Fifty- 
first street police station in search of the 
younger daughter, Helen. They were ush- 
ered into the deadroom and carefully exam- 
ined the body of a young woman whose 
features were disfigured beyond identifica- 
tion. Despite the efforts of Dr. Pitkin to 
assure him that the body could not be the 
object of his search, Mr. Leland reeled an@ 
grew faint. The shoe on one of the feet 
of the corpse had caught the father’s eye 
and he knew that this was his missing 
child. 

Dr, Pitkin at once took Mr. Leland to 
his own home. On his arrival there the 
news was given him that his wife had 
passed away in the Flower hospital. Mr. 
Leland then returned to the Grenoble. 

“I only hope that the death list will not 
increase,’’ he said, despairingly. 

Miss Helen Gould’s Long Vigil. 

One of the most interested spectators was 
Helen Gould. From an upper window of 
her house, at Forty-seventh street and 
Fifth avenue, far enough back from the 
window pane not to be seen by those on the 
street, she sat nearly all day with a pair 
of field glasses. She followed every move 
of the firemen, police and workmen. When 
the men working in Forty-seventh street 
were injured she saw the accident and sent 
word that her house was open. For a brief 
time the men were kept there before being 
sent to the hospital. 

Miss Gould saw the fire from start to 
finish; saw women jump, and remembers 
windows where persons were before the 
flames enveloped them. At night with her 
glasses she was at the window viewing the 
wreck. The Gould house commands the 
best view of the ruins of any house in the 
neighborhood. 

The home was a point of interest to sight- 
seers. Hundreds who managed to get inside 
the lines waited around in thope of catching 
a glimpse of the heiress, whose charitable 
acts have endeared her to thousands. 

The police threw a guard around the 
house. It had been slightly damaged by fire. 
Miss Gould and her brother Frank occupied 
the house Friday night, although they had 
permitted it to be turned into a hospital and 
morgue during, the fire. The few bits of bric- 
a-brac and the portrait of Jay Gould, which 
were carried out of the house on Friday, 
were brought back. . 

Carnegie’s Relatives Were There. \. 

One of the saddest family parties was at 
the Hotel Manhattan; the Bradleys and 
Pullers, of Pittsburg, were hoping against 
hope for some news of Mrs. Bradley, of 
Pittsburg, a sister of Mrs. Andrew Carne- 
gte, and Miss Marguerette Fuller, a niece 
of Mrs. Carnegie. 

The two families have been in the habit 
of coming to New York each spring. The 
party consisted of Mr. and Mrs. A. M. 
Fuller, their son George and Miss Margaret 
Fuller, Mrs. Bradley, Mrs. Fuller’s sister, 
and Miss Jane Bradley, her daughter. 

Mrs. Fuller was an invalid, and was 
attended by Mrs. Cone, a trained nurse, to 
whose coolness and bravery Mrs. Fuller 
partly owes her life. The Pullers had rooms 
on the fourth floor. 

On the sixth floor in one room were Mrs. 
Bradley and Miss Fuller, both of whom had 
been ill for about three weeks and were in 
bed when the fire occurred. 

When the fire broke out Mr. Fuller nd 
his son George were in the office of the 
hotel. On learning of the fire they started 
upstairs. Mr. Fuller, who is also a sufferer, 
was overcome and compelled to turn back 
at the second floor. The son persisted and 
reached his mother’s room. Both his mother

lines. Some said they were on their wa, 
to visit friends inside the territory waillea 
off by thé cordon of police, and walked 
through in order to get a giimpee of the 
smoldering ruins. 

The night view was a picture to remem- 
ber. The blow lamps, to the number of 
thirty or forty, gave a red glare to the 
scene. On the pieces of wall that were 
standing workmen, drenched to the skin, 
were tearing down bricks, and firemen, wet 
and tired, were playing streams on the 
rulns from all sides. Policemen, wet and 
weary with doing extra duty, moved about 
keeping back the crowd whitch pushed 
against them, 

Here and there a relative of a missing 
person, who had been in the rain all day, 
was asking news and what chances there 
were for bodies to be taken out today. 
Some eye witnesses of the fire were pres- 
ent with friends, describing how a woman 
jumped from that corner or how some per- 
son wa#seen at a window on that side and 
wasn't seen again and surely was in the 
ruins. 

When the theater crowds of Delmonico 
and Sherry patrons came up the avenue 
many women and men in cabs asked per- 
mission to drive through the line as far as 
Forty-sixth street and get a good look at 
the ruins. 

The Oldest Victim of the Fire. 

Without doubt the oldest victim of the 
fire was Mrs. Nancy Ann Kirk, widow of 
J. S. Kirk, the millionaire soap manufac- 
turer of Chicago. She died in Bellevue 
shortly after her removal there from the 
Windsor on Friday night. She was seventy- 
flve years ola. The funeral of Mrs, Kirk 
was held in the undertaking rooms of J. 
J. Moloney. There were present Mrs. 
Mary Kirk Haskins and Miss Leslie Has- 
Kins, daughter and granddaughter of Mrs. 
Kirk. Mrs. Haskins and her daughter 
started for Chicago in a special car on the 
Pennsylvania road, accompanying the dody 
Of Mrs, Kirk. Mrs. Haskins was in the 
fire, but escaped with elight burns. These 
were dressed in Bellevue, where she ar- 
rived just in time to see her mother alive. 
She was so seriously affected by the scenes 
at the fire and the loss of her mother that 
She stayed in the hospital on Friday night 
and was almost hysterical at times. 

To add to her troubles, she lost jewels 
and valuables which she estimated to be 
worth $200,000. 

Dog Found in the Ruins. 

While Inspeetor Harley was standing at 
Forty-seventh street and Fifth avenue, 
near the Windsor hote) ruins, he ‘heard the 
whine of a dog. Looking down he saw a 
fox terrier covered with grime and soot 
feebly trying to make its way to the street 
through a crevice in the broken flooring. 
Inspector Harley picked up the dog tender- 
ly and noticed that its ears and tail were 
badly burned. 

The dog wore a aeilver collar on which 
was engraved ‘1233 West Fifty-fifth Street.” 
The license number was 8,702. 

Inspector ‘Harley gave the dog to Patrol- 
man Nugent and told him to take it to the 
East Fifty-first street station to have it 
fed and washed and warmed. 3 

‘It’s the only live thing in the ruina,’’ 
said Inspector Kane, ‘so treat it gently.” 

The police found that the dog was the 
property of Mr. and ‘Mrs, James Duane, of 
No, 123 West Fifty-fifth street. Mr. Duane 
is a member of the banking firm of Brown 
Brothers, and he and his wife are away in 
the country. Mrs. B. De Grew, the gover- 
ness, has charge of the children and the 
dog. While Mrs. De Grew was out shop- 
ping the dog ran away. The last Mrs. De 
Grew saw of him he was being chased by 
two men toward the fire. 

Managed Her Own Escape. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry Wharton, of Balti- 
more, and hig wife were among the guests. 
Dr, Wharton was not at the hotel at the 
time of the danger, but Mrs, Wharton was 
in her room on the sixth floor. She did not 
lose her self-possession, and although the 
flames seemed almost upon her, unwound 
the fire rope and let it dangle out of the 
window. After divesting herself of her 
coat, she began to let herself down hand 
over hand. It was a fearful strain on the 
muscular powers of the woman, but she 
never looked below her. At nearly every 
floor she stopped to rest on the window 
ledge, each time winding the rope about 
her body. At Jast she reached the pave- 
ment and fainted away. She was carried 
to the drug store at Forty-seventh street, 
where Dr. Wharton found her. 

When she revived it was found that she 
suffered only from shock, and the chafing” 
that ker hands received from the friction 
of the rope. 

The Men Were Scared. 

Bridget Armstrong, a domestic who was 
on the roof, said: “During the stampede 
on the roof the excitement was intense, 
and the men acted worse than the women. 
The poor woman with the baby seemed 
paralyzed and unable to do anything. Some 
of the others began to pray. The fire escape 
was on the sixth floor, the one below where 
I was. I swung by my hands and was at- 
tempting to drop, when I felt some one 
grab ‘hold of my ankles. I then lost con- 
sciousness until I found myself lying on 
the top of the escape, where I had been 
placed by a man who had undoubtedly 


saved my iife.”’ 
Wealth in the Ruins.

Gold mining in the state has been given 
a wonderful impetus by the great quan- 
tity of rich ore taken out at different 
mines during the past winter. 

-As @ result of the rich deposits that have 
been found in the mines of the Dahlonega 
Consolidated Mining Company in the north- 
ern part of the state, that company has 
determined to put in at once at the Hand 
and Yahoola mines a sixty-stamp mill with 
a chlorination plant. 

Such mills as the one contemplated by 
the north Georgia company are among the 
most expensive on the market and are 
seldom found in operation east of the Mis- 
sissippi. The only sixty-stamp mill in the 
south at present is in Georgia, and the 
new one is to be erected within a few 
miles of it 

F. R. Adams and W. G. Mickle, two of 
the stockholders of the Consolidated com- 
pany, were in the city yesterday and for 
a good part of the time were in conference 
with State Geologist W. 8S. Yeates. Ac- 
companying the two directors of the com- 
pany was a capitalist from Ohio, who is 
expected to invest largely in the concern, 
and is now on his way to the mines of 
the company to give them a thorough in- 
epection. 

Rich Ore Taken Out. 

Out of the Hand and Yahoola mines, two 
of the mines operated by the company, 
was taken during the past winter $50,000 
worth of ore. Some of the ore is stated 
on the authority of the directors to be 
worth $400 a ton, which is a phenomenal de- 
posit for gold in such conditions. The rich 
ore which has been extracted is now lying 
at the entrance to the mines and waiting 
to be passed through the process of remov- 


ing the gold. 

Some of the strata now being worked 
at these mines is worth $100 a ton, as an 
average price. 

The Dahlonega Consolidated Gold Min- 
ing Company operates a large number of 
mines in the northern part of the state 
and is incorporated at a capital of $5,900,- 
000. The company only last year bought 
out the Wahl property, which was con-

Mill Built at Once. 

The directors of the company 
thusiastic at the splendid work 
plished at the mines during the past win- 
ter and state that the sixty-stamp mill

Colonel Hemphill and Captain Howell Left 
for Savannah Last Night 


LOOKS LIKE TROOPS WILL COME HERE 


Members of the Committee Appointed 
by Business League To Go to 
Washington Returned to At- 
lanta Yesterday—All 
Are Sanguine. 


It is now all but definitely decided that 
a lafge number of United States volunteer 
and regular troops now stationed at Porto 
Rico and Cuba will be brought to Atlanta— 
some to remain during the summer’ months 
to recuperate and others to be mustered 
out, 

The committee appointed last week by 
the Business League to visit Washington 
for the purpose of laying Atlanta’s claims 
before Secretary Alger returned to Atlanta 
yesterday. All of the membere of the com- 
mittee are elated over the success which 
they feel gure will rege from their visit 
to Washington. 

President C. A. Collier, of the Business 
League, said yesterday afternoon: 

“I fee] satisfied that we took up the mat- 
ter in the nick of time and I am sanguine 
that Atlanta will this time be able to obtain 
troops. A convincing array of facts were 
placed before Secretary Alger and I am 
certain that he was very much impressed 
with the manifest advantages which At- 
lanta offers as a summer camp, 

‘It will be remembered that when he was 
here during the Peace Jubilee he expressed 
great surprise that no soldiers were camp- 
ed here, His remarks on that occasion 
were tshtaraouat to a promise that he 
would personally look into the causes of the 
apparent neglect and see that a camp was 
established. He was reminded of this inci- 
dent, and I am certain that he will be 
only too glad to do anything to remedy the 
original oversight. In fact, his words im- 
plied as much. While he made no actual 
promise, he gave us every possible assur- 
ance that he would use his influence in the 
city’s behalf.”’ 

The other members of the committee 
were equally sanguine. 

Alger Wires Colonel Hemphill. | 

Scarcely had the committee returned to 
Atlanta than Colonel W. A. Hemphill, who 
came to Washington from New York at 
the solicitation of the committee and who 
had a personal interview with Secretary 
Alger, received a telegram from the sec- 
retary of war which. is very significant. 
Following is the dispatch: 

‘Washington, March 22d.—W. A, Hemp- 
hill, Atlanta: What arrangement can be 
made in Savannah for troops? Alger.” 

While the committee was in Washington 
the subject of quarantine regulations in 
force in Savannah and Brunswick was 
brought up and there seemed to be some 
doubt as to the length of time that trans- 
ports bearing troops would have to remain 
in quarantine. The impression seemed to 
prevail that Savannah, whose quarantine 
regulations usually go into effect on the 
Ist »f May, had on account of the numbers 
of soldiers returning from Cuba placed the 
limit at April Ist. This, it appears, is a 
mistake. The quarantine regulations at 
Savannah, according to Mr. David Appier, 
of the Central railroad, will not go into ef- 
fect until April 10th, 

Immediately upon receipt of the telegram. 
Colonel Hemphill called at the Business 
League and explained the situation. A di- 
rector’s meeting was in progress at the 
time, and it was decided that Colonel Hemp- 
hill and Captain Evan P. Howell should 
go at once to Savannah and use every 
effort toward obtaining concessions in re- 
gard to the quarantine regulations and 
looking after other matters relative to At- 
lanta getting the troops. 

Both gentlemen left the city last night. 

They will look over the ground thoroughly 
and will make an immediate report to 
Secretary Alger. 
' Secretary Alger’s telegram proves conclu- 
sively that he has taken up the question of 
sending troops here. He was greatly im- 
pressed with Atlanta when he was here, 
and it is thought that he will use his in- 
fluence in Atlanta’s favor. 

The question of.where the troops will be 
quartered in case they are sent here or 
how many troops the city can take care 
of has not been entered into. Mr. Collier 
remarked yesterday that Atlanta could 
easily take care of 20,000 soldiers, and that 
the city would take as many as she could 


get.

CITVAND ROADS NOT FAR APART 


Companies Wish Council To Name the 
‘Conditions Desired, 


ENGINEERS WILL THEN GO 10 WORK 


Representatives of the Roads, the City 


& and Property Owners Hold a 


Conference Over the Propos- 
ed Station—The Pres- 
ent Situation. 


Most of the property owners on Wohite- 
hall, Pryor and Loyd streets are disposed 
to waive claims for damages if the streets 
have to be depressed at the railroad cross- 
ings. 

Dr. R, D. Spalding said yesterday after- 
noon at the conference that, in his judg- 
ment, the city would probably have a 
claim for betterments to property along 
Loyd at least. A new depot and the abol- 
ishing of grade crossings would be a great 
benefit to abutting property, he said. 

Green Dodd said that if the freight de- 
livery track is allowed to remain between 
Pryor and Whitehall, the Alabama street 


stores would not be damaged, but he 
thought they would be damaged if that 
track had to be removed. 

Hugh Inman etated that he wanted to 
see a new union passenger station on the 
present site, and he did not see how the 
proposed changes of grade on Wall and 
Pryor streets would hurt the Kimbail 
house. 

Mr. Ed Peters, who is interested in prop- 
erty at the corner of Feachtree 
and Wall, stated that he weuld not 
ask for any damages if the depression of 
‘Whitehall was not more than five feet. He 
hoped the depression would not be so great. 

Wilmer Moore said that the Jackson es- 
tate would make no claim if the depression 
of Pryor was only two or three feet, 

Mr. John Grant stated that+his father 
would not ask damages uniess the cut 
on Whitehall really injured the Centennial 
block. He thought a cut of five feet would 
injure the corner property. 

Dr. Scott, representing the owners of the 
building on the southeast corner of White- 
hall and the railroad crossing, stated that 
if the pavement had to be lowered and the 
basement of the corner buildings were 
changed, he thought the preperty would be 
damaged. 

Chairman Burns, of the council committee 
on railways, had invited property owners 
to attend the meeting and give their views. 
The foregoing expressions are a summary 
of the sentiment of the property owners. 

The chairman and Councilmen Rice, 
Thompson and LaHatte questioned the gen- 
tlemen present only about their opinions as 
to what depression they would consider 
reasonable in the several streets. | 

Five feet was the maximum at Whitehall. 
Pryor and Loyd can stand two or three 
feet very well at the railroad croseings, as 
they have been filled in. 

President George C. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West Point; General Manager T. K. 
Scott, of the Georgia; Mr. Thompson, of 
the Southern, and Mr. Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic, were at the confer- 
ence on behalf of the roads. Mr. Smith 
was the chief spokesman. In response to 
questions, he stated that if the city insisted 
on the roads assuming responsibility for the 
damages to abutting property, that would 
probably be a bar to further consideration 
by the companies of plans for a new sta- 
tion on the present site. He had no au- 


to do the grading on the cross streets, but 
he thought that could safely be left to 
future negotiations. “He suggested, too, 
that the city should not demand that the 
Wians for the proposed station should be 
subject to its approval. The city might 
stipulate that the station should afford am- 
ple accommodations, but the style and ar- 
rangement of the building ought to be left 
to the judgment of the companies which 
weuld pay for it. | 

Mr. Smith thought that it would be best 
for the city to say what it could do. Let 
the city name the best conditions it could, 
and then the roads would endeavor to 
meet them or say wherein they could not. 

Mr. Scott, of the Georgia, was asked for 
his opinion, and in reply, he said that 
when the roads from the west got into the 
depot the Georgia would figure on how to 
get them out on the east side. He sug- 
gested that there ought to be one track on 
the present grade for the transfer of 
through freight. He was opposed to

Plan To Convert the Offices There Into 
Courtrooms Suggested. 


WILL UTILIZE THE BASEMENT 


May Move Tax Collector, Superintend- 
ent of Schools and County Board. 


PLAN MEETS. WITH MANY OBJECTIONS 


The Floor Space Thus Obtained Would 
Tot Be Sufficient for the Court- 
rooms Without Additions. 


An entirely new plan ‘has been suggested 
to secure more room for county court- 
rooms and offices. The aim of the plan men- 
tioned is to save the rent that is now be- 
ing paid for courtrooms in the Ellis and 
Céker buildings. 

It is proposed.*to convert the present 
court annex, here Tax Collector Stewart, 
Clerk Kontz, of the board of county com- 
missioners, and Superintendent Guinn, of 
the county public schools, now have their 
offices into two courtrooms for the accom- 
modation of the county and city criminal 
courts. 

This plan, it is said, has been suggested 
to the county commissioners, but it is not 
believed that they will act on the sugges- 
tion. The objection urged to the plan is 
that, should the floor space thus obtained 
be prepared for court rooms, it would not 
be sufficient to accommodate either of the 


courts. 

The suggestion, as further outlined, is to 
move the offices of the tax collector, the 
clerk of the county board and the superin- 
tendent of public schools into the basement 
of the present courthouse, where it is 
thought they can be provided with suffi- 
cient room to transact their business and be 


accessible to the people of the county. 

In the annex there are three floors. They 
will measure about thirty by fifty feet, 
giving a floor space on either story of 
about 1,500 feet. Either of the courtrooms 
now occupied by the county and city crim- 
inal courts have more floor space than all 
the three floors of thé annex. Should the 
annex, be converted there would be no jury 
rooms, judges chambers, prisoners’ rooms, 
consultation rooms or offices for the officers 
of the court. These are considered essen- 
tial. It is said that the annex will be re- 
modeled, provided the commissioners de- 
cide to make courtrooms of it, and in this 
event it is claimed that ample room can be 
obtained for the accommodation of the 
courts. 

One of the greatest objections, it is said, 
will be to moving the offices that are now in 
the. annex into the basement of the old 
courthouse. This large room, which once 
accommodated the criminal court of the 
county, is said to be very unhealthful for 
constant occupation and the county officers 
and clerks who would have to remain in 
them would suffer from the effects. 

The plan is considered a good one by 
many of those who have discussed it, and it 
has met with some favor, as it will save 
the county a large sum. 

The county treasurer now has about 
$100,000 for the building of a new courthouse 
or an addition to relieve the crowded condi- 
tion of the county courtrooms and offices, 
but tthe methods of best utilizing this 
amount are many. Several have been sug- 
gested and considered by the board, but 
none have yet been adopted. 

At the last meeting of the county board 
Chairman Palmer suggested that something 
be done at once to relieve the county of the 
expense of renting courtrooms, and wanted 
a special meeting of the public works 
committee called to considered the matter, 
but as yet none has been held. 

It is certain that the matter will be 
taken up at the next meeting of the board 
and many of the commissioners think it is 
very important that early action be taken, 
so that much of the remodeling and build- 
ing be done during the summer months 
when the courts of the county are ad- 
jurned.

TALK WITH BISHOP TURNER. 


What He Says of the Affair at Pal- 
metto. 

Bishop Turner passed through the. city 
yesterday, and before leaving made the 
following statement in reference to the 
lynching at Palmetto, Ga.: 

“TI exceedingly regret that our state has 
be*n so disgraced, for no man has defended 
Georgia more than I, and have contended 
that Georgia was the most humane state 
of the south, and that her citizens, white 
and colored, were upon the best terms and 
entertain more mutual respect for each 
other. Even in the days of slavery colored 
people enjoyed more toleration and were 
allowed more privileges than any state 
south, to exception of Kentucky. In 
Georgia they couid meet in their churches 
and worship without the presence of a 
white man to keep guard over their preach- 
ing, exhortions, singing and even their 
prayers, as the laws of South Carolina, my 
native state, required. Rev, James Porter, 
who recently departed this life, run a 
schoo] for colored children in Savannah 
for years and years before the war,. and 
most of the colored children who attended 
his school were slaves. It was no uncom- 
mon thing for masters to send their body 
servants and for the mistresses to send 
their colored nurscs and waiting maids to 
Porter’s school to be taught to read and 
write and learn the rudiments of arithme- 
tic, notwithstanding the laws of Georgia 
forbade it, so that after the war and the 
reconstruction measures were enacted by 
congress and all voters had to be register- 
ed, Georgia had more coiored men who 
could read and write and take eharge of 
the registration polls, than any other state 
south, and s0 with the colored: ministry, 
both Baptist and Methodist preachers 
were frequently ordained to the ministry 
by white aivines, while in South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Tennes- 
see, Louisiana, and I believe aft the other 
southern states prohibited it by law, to 
the excéption of Kentucky and Missouri. 
Why, i preached to the white scuaents 
and professors upon invitation of tne state 
university, at Atnens, Ga., in the spring of 
1858, wnen Mr. Hempnill, ir my 
recollection serves me right, was 
a student there, ard there was 
not a colored person in the house to 
the exception of Wiliiam Finch, the weli- 
known tailor of this city. This terrible 
and disgraceful prejudice b.tweey the 
races which now exists is a new thing in 
Georgia, but I am atraid it is here to siay, 
till tne negro leaves tne country, or is -ex- 
terminateu, for the way things arte at 
present I see no future here for the black 
man. The affair at Paimetto is bad, but 
the worst is yet to come. This young gen- 
eration that is now coming up know nuth- 
ing about the friendly relations that once 
existed between whites and blacks, and 
that trust that was reposed in th- negro, 
and then 1 doubt whether they have as 
g00d blood as tne older whites had. So 
inany different races of people have come 
in here from the ends of the world, and 
because they were white and had long 
hair, they have married and inter-married 
among our southern whites that I am in- 
clined to think that a great deal of bad 
blood has gotten mixed up with the pres- 
ent generation. That lordiy dignity on the 
one hand, and Christian piety on the other, 
is by no means as manifest as it used to 
be. I grant* that considerable retrogres- 
sion on the line of unwavering trust in 
God is visible among the colored alse, but 
I verily believe it is because they are 
modeling after the whites as they have al- 
ways done and always will do as long as 
they are subordinate factors in tne land. 

‘““Now you ask what I have to say about 
the lynening affair. Well, I have nothing 
to say. I have already said what I thought 
of the lynchers and what God wil) do with 
any nation that tolerates it, or even winks 
at it, but I will say this: The Constitution, 
the governor, the white ministers in their 
respective conventions deserve and have 
the gratitude of every Africanite in the 
land. For the way things have been going 
on in this country, judges and city mayors 
will be dragged trom their judicial seats 
and mobbed before a great while. And I 
do not know as guvernors will be safe, 
for I was told by a white gentleman that 
they had threatened Governor Atkinson 
with tar and feathers if he bothered about 
Talbotton too much after the lynching of 
that white man over in that county. ut 
if you desire to know what I really think 
of this and all other lynching bees, I can 
tell you in a few words: I believe it is 
the negative voice of God s aking to the 
nation and thundering in the ears of the 
negro to wake up and go and do what God 
intended to be done wnen he allowed negro 


UNDUE INFLUENCE? 


Case on Trial Before Judge Lumpkin Tells 
Of an Alleged Infatuation. 


FOUR HOUSES ARE INVOLVED 


Widow Mulligan’s Heirs Seek To Re- 
cover the Property. 


SOLBIER M’CRANN CAME FROM SANTIAGO 


<t Is Alleged by the Plaintiff, County 
Administrator Banks, That . Mc- 
,Crann Used Unusual Power. 


An interesting case, involving the infatua- 
tion of an old woman for a young soldier, 
was taken up before Judge Lumpkin yester- 
day morning. The case is brovght in the 
name of County Administrator Banks 
against Patrick McCann, the soldier whom, 
it is claimed, used undue influence on Mrs. 
Martha Mulligan, and by his powers, per- 
suaded her to convey to him four houses 
and lots near Fort McPherson. 

The heirs-at-law bring the property into 
court through the county administrator and 
want equity for their rights. 

The case first originated in 1897, when 
Mrs. Mulligan conveyed the property. At 
that time Harvey Hill was appointed a tem- 
porary receiver for the property by Judge 
Gober. A short time later Judge Lumpkin, 
after a hearing, refused to make the re- 
ceivership permanent. 

The heirs now want to recover the prop- 
erty. It is alleged in the petition that Wi- 
dow Mulligan was seventy years of age, 
and that she became infatuated w.th the 
youthful soldier so much so that it seemed 
he was exerting some uncontrollable power 
over her. | 

McCrann is a member of the Fifth regi- 
ment and is now stationed at Santiago, 
Cuba. He is attending the trial, having 
obtained a leave of absence. The convey- 
ance which has caused the Htigation was 
made in 1896. Mrs, Mulligan was living in 
Oakland City, the little town that is situat- 
cd near tue post, and when the widow 
decided to go on a short trip to McCrann‘s 
home in Massachusetts, she made the deed 
to the four houses and lots for the con- 
siderativuin of $500, : 

Mrs. Mulligan’s only heir is a son, George. 

McCrann denies tnat he used any undue 
influence over Widow Mulligan, but says 
that he paid a sufficient consideration for 
the property. and that he owns it in fee 
simple. He denies that the widow did not 
{know what she was doing when she sign- 
ed the deed. 

The case will consume some time and 


many witnesses are being examined. They: 


tell of the relations of the widow and the 
soldier, and the plaintiffs are endeavoring 
to show that he had her under his power, 
and that the deed was signed under a 
misapprehension of the intent of it. The 
contrary view is argued by the defendants, 
and many witnesses are presented to show 
that McCrann and the widow were only 
friends, and that when a chance for Mc- 
Crann to buy was offered, he took advan- 
tage of the opportunity.

Judge Robert L. Rodgers, of Atlanta, has 
recently received several communications 
from the commissioners of the Gettysburg 
National Military park concerning the 
proper marking of the lines of battle of the 
confederate army., Majer Robbins is the 
confederate commissioner. He jis preparing 
appropriate inscriptions and desires in- 
formation about several regiments of Geor- 
gia. 

Judge Rodgers is anxious to aid the com- 
missioners in the work and any inform- 
ation which is sent him by veterans will 
be forwarded at once, 

The following letter gives an idea of the 
nature of the information which is needed: 

“Gettysburg National Military Park, Get- 
tysburg, Pa., March 1899. Robert L. 
Rodgers, Esq.—My Dear Gir: Your, favor 
of the 13th instant is received. As it falls 
to my lot as confederate member of the 
Gettyeburg commission to prepare iiscrip- 
tions for the tablets we are erecting here 
to our confederate regiments, brigades, etc., 
and as I am now engaged in this work and 
have in hand at this very time the Georgia 
regiments belonging to ‘“Tige’’ Anderson’s 
and Judge Benning’s brigades and also of 
Semmes’s and Woodford’s bfigades, viz: 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Eleventh, Fifty- 
ninth regiments of Anderson; Second, Fif- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Twentieth regiments 
of Benning; Tenth, Fiftieth, Fifty-first,

IT 15 A WONDERFUL — SPECIMEN 


Massive Block Taken Out of Southern 
Marble Company Quarry in Pick- 
ens County Shipped to the 
North for Use in Large 
Building. 


During the past week a marble block 
was taken out of the quarry of the South- 
ern Marble Company in Pickens county 
that weighs over 100,000 pounds, and so far 
as known, is the largest block of marble 
ever quarried in the world during modern 
times, 

The block of marble is almost pure white 
and measures twenty-seven feet, two inch- 
es long by four feet three inches wide, 
having in all the mass 500 cubic feet. 

The block was taken out of the quarry 
of the company for a building now being 
erected in the north and is at present on 
its way from Marble Hill, Ga. 

Notice of the removal of the block was 
forwarded yesterday to Professor Yeates, 
of the geological survey, and a photograph, 
which was taken of the mass just before 
being placed on the cars for shipment, . will 
be sent to the geological survey for exhibit. 

The next largest block of marble ever 
taken out of a quarry in the state was on 
exhibition at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition and weighed only 45,200 
pounds, or less than half of the weight 
of the monstrous block taken out last 
week, 

The officials of the company are proud 
of the fact that the block was removed 
after careful labor without a break, as it 
is considered very difficult to remove such 
a mass withiut some accident happening 
to it in the process of removal from the 
quarry. 

The exact wetght of the block, according 
to the statement of the manager of. the 
company, is 100,066 pounds, requiring an im- 
mense amount of labor to finally place it 
on board the car for its journey to the 
north. 

The specimen is considered by Professor 
Yeates of unusual interest, both on account 
of its size and the quality of the stone, 
and he regrets that it is not to grace a 
public building in the state instead of being

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Some weeks ago Mr. Elson, a distin- 
guished Boston lecturer, was in Atlanta. 
During his stay in the city he visited the 
Georgia School of Technology and evinced 
the liveliest interest .n that institution. 
Later, upon his return, to Boston, he gave 
his impressions of Atlanta and the school in 
an article in The Boston Advertiser. Com- 
‘ing, as it does, from the pen of a man of 
national prominence in educational mat- 
ters, his estimate of the city is of more 
than passing interest: 

“Atlanta was shivering with a tempera- 
ture of 12 degrees when I arrived there, 
but was, as ever, full of bustle and Ife. 
Atlanta is a New,England city, with 
northern energy and pluck, which has acci- 
dentally been dropped.in the heart of the 
south. It is full of. Commercial activity, 
literary endeavor and architectural prog- 
ress. It is to have @ fine public library 
in a very short time and it already has the 
chief scientific school of the south, the 
Georgia Institute of Technology. This 
school is likely to be an important factor 
in the industrial advances which 
is now going on in Georgia and Alabama. 
It will exert some influence upon the mill 
work which is beginning to spring up in the 
south. As yet the cotton mills do cnly 
the coarser grades of work, but it is very 
possible that the manufacture of the finer 
and more delicate fabrics may yet be done 
in the south, a competition in a field where 
New BPngland has hitherto ruled almost 
alone. 

“TT went through this institute of techmol- 
ogy and was struck by the firm discipline 
of the school, a point which prubably 
arises from the fact that Captain Hall, its 
principal, is a graduate of West Point. 
Through the courtesy of Professor Emer- 
son, of the chemical department, I was en- 
abled to watch the working of some cf the 
classes and was much impressed with the 
earnest and thorough character of the 
studies; the Georgia Institute of Technolo- 
gy is altogether a notable example of ‘the

Bond Issue Discussed by Water Board 
Yesterday Afterneen, 


Those Who Expect To Vote Must Reg- 
ister Before Then. : 


REBATE TIME LIMIT JIS EXTENDED 


War Department Wants City Water To 
Be Run to Fort McPherson for 
the Soldiers. 


The water bond election, which occurs 
April 12th, was the chief topic of discussion 
at the regular meeting of the municipal 
water board at the city hal]l yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

All the water commissioners are heartily 
in favor of the proposed issue and will 
exert every effort to have the bonds carried. 
In this they believe they will be successful, 
as the people of Atlanta are beginning to 
realize more than ever the great importance 
of supplying various parts of the city with 
pure water. 

Quite a number of applications were read 
before the board from various localities fn 
the city limits for city water. Some citizens 
claimed that the well water they were 
forced to use was entirely unwholesome, 
and that several cases of typhoid fever had 
resulted from the absence of pure water 
in their immediate neighborhood. ‘The cit- 
izens stated that the need for water was 
most urgent, and the board will use every 
effort to devise some means whereby these 
localities may be furnished h the city 
water, se 

About the only way to do this, however, 
is by a bond issue. The board now has ap- 
plications for 80,000 feet of water pipe in the 
city of Atlanta that cannot be supplied. 
Thirty thousand of this has already been 
passed up, but cannot be laid on account of 
the lack of funds in the water department. 
The remaining applications have not been 


considered because it would not Le worth 
while. 

The bond issue would enable the officials 
to place water pipes on nearly every street 
in this city where there is no city water. 
Moreover, it is estimated that the increased 
revenue from the additional services would 
not only pay the interest on the $200,000, 
but would more than refund the bonds in 
thirty years, the time of maturity. It cannot 
be denied, therefore, that the issue would be 
a good'investment for the city, in that the 
new pipe would cost absolutely nothing in 
the long run, and localities suffering for 
city water would be supplied. 

Voters Must Register. 

In order to carry the bond election it is 
necessary that all voters register. Tax 
Collector Stewart will allow every qualified 
voter a chance to register on applying at 
his office at the courthouse, and no one will 


, be allowed to vote in the bond election un- 


less he has registered this year. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
bond election will be carried. Howell Er- 
win, chairman of the pipe committee, was 
authorized yesterday afternoon to issue an 
address to the public through the newspa- 
pers showing the importance of the success 
of the Lond issue. Mr. Erwin is thoroughly 
familiar with the subject, and can place it 
before the public in an interesting and in- 
structive manner. | 

Rebate on Water Bills. 


Several weeks ago the board decided to al- 
low all consumers whose water pipes had 
burst during the February cold: weather a 
rebate on their water bills fer the menth. 
A great.many took advantage of this offer, 
but.as it was necessary to secure a plumb- 
ers’ certificate of damage, and as a great 
many residents were unable to secure 
plumbers before the time to pay their Feb- 
ruary bills, it was impossible to secure the 
rebate, 

Commissioner Morris introduced a resolu- 
tion yesterday afternoon, which was unan- 
imously adopted, allowing all those in such 
a predicament to enjoy a rebate on their 


the same accompanied by a plumbers’ cer- 
tificate to the secretary of the water board 
before the first of next month. 

Water to the Fort. 

Colonel Simpson, of the department of the 
gulf, has made application to Superintend- 
ent Woodward, of the water department, 
to have the price formerly made the war 
department for laying water pipe to Fort 
McPherson reduced. The board took the 
matter under consideration yesterday after- 
noon and it was décided that the city could 
not do the work and furnish the water for 
any less than the original price.

Bright Club Women 
Discuss Fibers 
and Fabrics 


At a meeting recently held of the New 
York Household Economic Association and 
the domestic science department of the 
Brooklyn institute the subject of ‘Fibers 
‘and Fashions, and Their Relation to Dress 
and Healthful Conditions,’ was discussed. 

Mrs. S. & Woolman, of the Teachers’ 
college, was one of the speakers of the af- 
ternoon, and made the significant state- 
-sment that it was women who were injur- 
ing the market, not the manufacturer, in 
réply to the question ‘‘Wherewithal shail 
we be clothed?” 

The New York Tribune gives the fol- 
lowing report of Mrs. Woolman’s interest- 
ing speech. In part, she said: 

“The trouble comes from a variety f 
causes; first, in not understanding the fiker 
itself. A woman desires to appear as well 
as she can, frequently better than she can 
afford, She'wishes a certain material, and 


gays she must have it at such a rate. In. 


order to give her what she asks, cheaper 
chemical dyes must be used and various 
adulterations must be resorted to. 

“Another way in which we women injure 
«the market,’’ she conInued,. ‘‘is in the feel- 
ing that in the better class of materials 
foreign goods are to be preferred to the 
domestic. This is not so of necessity; we 
Gan make the best goods ourselves. But if 
@ woman witl go to the shops and insist 
on having foreign goods for the first 
class, it forces American manufacturers to 
make the cheaper goods. We do not want 
to. injure our manufacturers. The effect of 
adulteration is already becoming noticea- 
ble, but we are to blame for calling for 
cheap goods. If you think you are getting 
@ good silk for § cents a yard, you will 
find it almost all cotton. There is no silk 
obtainable at that price but the Japanese. 
Others, however well they may look, have 
been treated.” 

Mrs. Woolman showed a number of co- 
coons with specimens of raw and manu- 
factureé silks. “For beauty, durability and 
warmth,” she'said, “a silk is a good thing 
to p . As for its cost, if it is pure 
and has-been through <he requisite number 
_of. processes to make it what it should be, 

it is worth more than its weight in sil- 
- ver.” 

_ Among the many adulterations used now 
in the manufacture of silk to give It the 
required gloss, “scroop’’ (the crisp rustle) 
and body, Mrs. Woolman mentioned the 
"use of the rough floss silk for the woof, 
which made it soon wear shiny; an arti- 
ficial silk made of cellylose and treated 
with chemicals; the in uction of sea 


island cotton, which looks almost the same 
as silk, Dut will not wear as long; the use. 


| 


of mercerized cotton, which gives trans- 
parent effect; and is excellent as cotton, 
but not as silk. Pressing is also resorted 
to in some bgands of s'lk, which increases 
the weight af? the sacrifice of strength. 

“It. is sometimes said,” remarked M®S.- 
Woolman, “that there igs not one place in 
New York city where perfectly pure silk 
is sold; but we hope this is an exaggera- 
tion.”’ 

The tests given by the lecturer for de- 
termining what one is buying in silk were, 
first, the microscope.

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BOARD WENT OVER 
LIST OF OFFICERS 


Police Commissioners Were in Session 
Last Night. 


OFFICERS WERE QUESTIONED 


Reported Upon the Capabilities of the 
Men Under Them. 


PATROLMEN ARE GREATLY PERTURBED 


They Believe the Commissioners Have 
Arranged a Slate and Are Fearful 
of the Results. 


The police commissioners were in session 
last night at the police barracks, and of- 
ficers of the force were summoned before 
them to render reports upon the conduct 
of the men during the past two years. All 
officers were present at the barracks last 
night for the purpose of being exam'ned 


by the commissioners except Captain Join- 


er, of the day watch. The two other cap- 
tains and all the sergeants, however, were 
present, and while not before the commis- 
sioners waited in the courtroom. 

The news that the long expected. meeting 
of the commissioners had come at last 
quickly spread to the patrolmen on their 
beats and they industrially plied questions 
to all those supposed to know of the slate 
that is reported to have been arranged by 
the police board. The members of the 
force were greatly worried over the action 
of the cemmisésioners last night, because 
they did not know what had been or would 
be done. ye 

This anxiety, however, on the part of 
the patrolmen is no new thing. They have 
talked of little else besides.the election for 
the past month. The commissioners have 
announced that the best men will be re- 
tained on the force without regard to how 
they yoted or their positions on various 
questions. The: effect is the same, how- 
ever, as if the entire department ws 
plunged in politics, 

The board_met. last night at 7:30 o’clock, 
having been summoned during the »wfter- 
noon. The notes sent them called the com- 
missioners to assemble and go over the 
list of patrolmen. Chief Manly was in ses- 
sion with the board, but every one else was 
invited to remain on the outside. 

The commissioners adjourned at 10:30 
o’clock and it is said that when that hour 
was reached they discovered they had ac- 
complished nothing. The scheme last night 
was to have the officers report upon the 
capability of the men, the supposition be- 
ing that they would tell the board if pa- 
trolmen did not make good officers. 

The captains and sergeants, however, are 
represented as having all made thé same 
answer in regard to all the men they were 
questioned about, the reply being that they 
made splendid officers. for this reason the 
commissioners are said to be of the opin- 
ion that they wasted their time last night, 
for they find themselves in the same posi- 
tion they were in prior to the meeting, 

The election of members of the police de- 
partment will occur one week from to- 
morrow night and as the time for the 
election approaches it is probable that the 
anxiety of the patrolmen will increase. 
It is thought, however, that few changes 
will be made in the list, although if 
changes are made they will be important. 

The race for the pusition of chief of the 
department still continues interesting. 
Major Kendrick is considered out of the 
race, having announced that he was not 
a candidate. Since the commissioners re- 
fuse to discuss the situation, it is impossi- 
ble to tell who will be successful for the 
various positions, but the outcome of the 
election will be awaited with interest.

In the absence of Judge Broyles, Council- 
man J. S. Dozier, of the seventh ward, dealt 
out justice in the city recorder‘s court yes- 
terday afternoon.

Julia White was black and was charged 
with being disorderly on the street. R. T. 
Davis, a blind man, appeared against her 
and said that Julia had cursed him. Julla 
asserted most emphatically that she never 
“cussed nobody in her life an’ ain’t nuver 
seen dat white man befor’.’’ 

The blind man stated that he was going 
along the street toward home, being led by 
his little son, and had met Julia. She was 
drunk, he alleged, and seemed to take some 
offense at the manner in which he was trav- 
eling. First she undertook to make the 
little boy cry, and finding that sport unsec- 
cessful, attempted to trip the blind-man. 

In this she was not successful and then 
turned in and made the air blue and sul- 
phuric for blocks around. An officer heard 
the disturbance and gathered her in. 

When called upon to give hher side of the 
affair, Julia asserted that she had never 
“cussed nobody” and that the blind man 
had ‘‘done all de cussin.”’ 

‘“‘De whole trouble,’ sald Julia, “is wid 
dat man. He been after mah brother to 
lead him ‘bout de streets an’ ‘the ain’t nuver 
paid mah brother fer de work what he dong. 
Se when he come ’round ter de house. yis- 
tiddy ter git mah brother, I up an’ tol’ 
him dat I wuzn’t goin’ ter let brother go. 
Den he got mad an’ called me more hard 
names dan I ever hearn befo’, I didn’t cuss. 
jedge, an’ I’se a ’spectable colored lady, I 
am.’’ 

The arresting officer said that when he ap- 
peared on the scene Julia was having things 
her own way in the matter of cursing and 
had kept it up all the way to the police bar- 
racks. 

The acting recorder thought that $3.75 
would cover the case and Julia was led 
weeping to the prisoners’ room. 

“Didn’t Know a Ting "Bout de Rukuss” 
A wild-eyed negro stood before the acting 
recorder to- answer to the charge of disor- 
derly conduct. He answered to the name of 
Will Brock, but said that he did not know 
anything about the charge. 

The arresting officer said he had been 
called to stop a fight on Piedmont avenue 
late Tuesday night and that he had ar- 
rested Will at the request of a number of 
people in the neighborhood, who said he 
was the ring leader in the disturbance. The 
officer said the prisoner fought and cursed, 
even after Leing put in the patrol wagon, 
and had been brought to the barracks only 
after a hard struggle. 

Will, when called upon to give his side of 
the case, denied everything and claimed 
that he had never ‘heard of the fight. 


“Hit myst have been some yuther nig- 
ger,’”’ said he, “fer I ain’t nuver been in no 
fight. I wuz jes’ passin’ by an’ seen de 
crowd an’ stopped ter see What wuz de 
matter. "Bout dat time de perlice come up 
an’ bundled me into de hurtry-up wagin. 
Dat’s de truth, jedge, shore’s I’m standin’ 
here. I wuz drinkin’ a leetle, jedge, but I 
warn’t raising no ’sturbance.” 

One witness stated that Will had not only 
been drinking a “‘leetle,” but that he was 
very drunk. Witness said she was in her 
house about the hour of 9, ironing some 
clothes, when she heard a knock at the 
door. Thinking that it was one of the 
neighbors, she called for the knockee to 
enter and Will had fallen headlong into the 
room at the summons, 

In the fall he had hit his head against a 
chair and when he stood up and found that

he was bleeding, the accused her of having 
hit him. When witness denied the. charge, 
Wil; had proceeded to clean out the house 
and began by throwing all the movable ob- 
jectg into the street. Witness had called 
for help and when her brother arrived, Will 
treated him to a blow on the head. The fe- 
enforcement had retreated at this demon- 
stration on the part of Willlam and the 
witness found herself at the mercy of the 
enemy. 

She tried to escape from the house by 
crawling through one of the small windows, 
but was discovered and hauled back. Just 
when she imagined that her last hour on 
earth had arrived, the police came to her 
aid and succeeded in dragging the- festive 
William from the house. 

“Five seventy-five,” said Mr. Dozier, and 
that settled William’s case.

THE WEATHER, 


Washington, March 22.—Weather condl 
tions and general forecast: 

The storm center has moved northeast- 
ward to western Lake Erie, the main de- 
pression extending southward into West 
Virginia and extreme eastern Kentucky. 
Another low area has also made its ap- 
pearance on the north California coast. 

There have been general rains and snows 
from the middle Mississippi valley and up- 
per lake region eastward and rains in the 
upper portion of the south Atlantic states. 
There were also light snows in the north 
and central west. 

The temperatures have risen in the At- 
lantic states and lower lake regions ard 
extreme west and northwest. From ‘Texas 
northeastward through the lower Ohio val- 
ley and upper lake region they have fallen 
4 to 34 degrees. 

In the Pacific coast and plateau regions 
generally fair weather has prevailed except 
in the middle portions, where there was . 
rain. At San Francisco 2.14 inches of rain 
has fallen during the past twenty-four 
hours. Rain will continue in the middle 
Atlantic states and western Néw York 
and rain or snow in New England. From 
the upper Ohio valley southward into South 
Carolina thfere will be rain, followed by 
clearing weather. Fair weather is indi- 
cated over the remainder of the United 
States. The temperatures will fall from 
Ohio and west Pennsylvania southward to 
about -the middle of the Atlantic and east 
gulf states. They will rise-in the Missouri 
valley and extreme northwest. Brisk eas- 
terly winds will prevail on the New Eng- 
land coast and east to south winds on the 
middle and south Atlantic coast, ghifting 
to westerly during Thursday. 

Forecast for Today. 

Virginia—Continued cloudy weather and 
showers; fresh to brisk easteriy winds. 

North Carolina—Rain, followed by clear- 
ing; colder in western portion; winds be- 
coming brisk or northwesterly: 

South C@rolina—Rain, followed by clear- 
ing; colder in. northwest portion; winds be- 
coming northwesterly, 

Georgia—Generally fair; colder in north- 
ern portion; winds becoming brisk north- 
erly. 

Alabama—Fair; colder in central and ex-

Mississippi and Louisiana—Fair; winds be- 
coming fresh northerly. 

Tennessee—Clearing in the early morn- 
ing in eastern portion; fair Thursday; cold- 
er in eastern portion; northerly winds.
